At that time the conscience 


is louder and more insistent than us- 
ual and many people take occasion 
to husn its clamor by choking It 
with resolutions. 


New Year's Resolutions 
Good resolutions, however, are not 


to be belittled If they are sincerely 
made, to carry them out. even though 
unsuccessful. 
Otherwise, they were 


• better unmade. 


But the pastor aul not devote his 


remarks to the discussion of 
the 


value of New Year's resources, broken 
and otherwise; instead ho wished to 
state a few of his wishes for the 
coming twelve months. 


Three Wishes Expressed 


In the first place he hoped that the

Noble Minded Attitude 
That all may be large minded and 


generous for the coming year was the 
preacher's last wish. 
Most of life's 


troubles are engendered by petty dis- 
putes over trivial matters. We strive 
to assert our rights in useless fear 
Jest we shall be Imposed upon.

tle Jealousies cause tho beauty to 
fade from life.

minds with things that arc of little 
Importance, and we lose the nobleness 
and the sublimity of God's word.

three are not the greatest
